Washington Shocked by Forrestal's Suicide 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


A rapid succession of tornadoes and other weather fury 


killed 46 persons and caused millions of dollars of property 
damage over the weekend in widely scattered areas. 


The storms raked nine states, injured at least 229 per- 


sons and smashed 900 houses. In Washington, Basil O'Con- 
nor, president of the American Red Cross said the organiza- 
tion had set aside $500,000 for relief of the many hundreds 
left homeless. 


Hardest hit were Missouri 


Illinois and Indiana where a 
total of 44 persons were 
killed. Other deaths were re 
ported in Kentucky and Penn 
sylvania while West Virginia 
Texas, Tennessee, Iowa and 
Maryland reported h e a v j 
property damage.

Each sid 
said-it would be willing to return 
later to the bargaining table a 
government request. 


Ask New Contract

ing. 


The strike, which began May 5 


was called over a union charge o: 
a production "speed-up."

65,000 Ford workers' in two De- 
troit plants walked out. Almos 
all. of Ford's 106,000 production 
employes-are now idle.

threatened to ejad all talks last 
night if Ford Would not agree to 
contract bargaining immediately 
Ford still refused and negotiations 
were halted. 


"At the request of the govern- 


ment, we are not breaking off but 
recessing," Reuther said. "This is 
a nice way of walking out of 
here." 
Observers believed 
the 


statement was a softening of the 
union's original threat. 
^John S. Bugas, Ford industria 
relations director, said Ford is 
"not prepared to talk on the con- 
tract before June 1. The mediator 
requested the recess because we 
found ourselves deadlocked." Then 
more hopefully, he added: 


"We are fairly optimistic that 


by more talks we might get to- 
gether on all the other issues once 
we are over the hump." 


Two Big Problems 


The two big problems in the 


dispute, the union and company 
agreed, still remained. They cen- 
tered around two union demands: 


1. That the company operate as- 


sembly lines so that no man at 
any time would be required to 
work above production standards 
(Production standards 
set the 


amount .of work that is expected 
of one man within a certain limit 
of time). 


2. That no worker be required 


to make up production losses re- 
sulting from factors over which 
he has no control.

Nation's Farm Leaders Are 


Worried Over Surplus Wheat 


Washington, May 23—(AP)—A farm leader said today that next 


year's wheat crop may have to be held down by acreage allotments 
if a foregin market isn't found for surplus American wheat. 


This leader, Charles Marshall, president of the Nebraska Farm 


Bureau told a senate foreign relations subcommittee the agriculture 
department is "seriously considering" acreage allotments and market- 
ing quotas. 


Marshall urged approval of the 


international wheat agreement. He 
was speaking for the American 
Farm Bureau federation. 


James G. ,Patton, president of 


the National Farmers union, saic 
the surplus wheat carryover this 
year may run as high as 400,000,- 
000 bushels: He estimated 1,500, 
000 acres of wheat will be planted 
in the United States.. 


Patton said whatever the cost 


of the international wheat agree 
ment, it will be cheaper in the 
long run than accumulating hugi 
surplus stocks. 


He urged a similar international 


marketing plan for such commodi- 
ties as tobacco, cotton and rice. 


The National Grange also urged 


the agreement as an "essential 
part of a sound 
world peace 


structure." 


Opposition to the wheat argu- 


ment came from Rollo Myers of 
Ohio, 
representing 
the United 


Farmers of America, Inc. 


Myers said Great Britain would 


control the votes of Ceylon, India, 
New Zealand, Ireland, Canada and 
Australia, and hence would be 
able to control a majority of votes 
on the council which would be set 
up to administer the agreement.

Judge Upholds 
Objections of 
the Defendant 


Cedar Rapids, la., May 23—(AP) 


—Dr. Robert C. Rutledge, Jr., to- 
day balked at staging a second 
demonstration of his "fatal fight" 
of last Dec. 14 with a prosecutor 
impersonating his alleged victim. 


The state accuses the 28-year- 


old St. Louis children's specialist 
of the fatal stabbing of Byron C. 
Hattman, 29, alleged seducer of 
Rutledge's wife, Sydney, 23. 


When the state demanded the 


demonstration with assistant pros- 
ecutor David 
Elderkin playing 


Hattman's rote, Dr. Rutledge re- 
plied: 


"It would be difficult to demon- 


strate that sort of thing without 
the cooperation of the person 
was wrestling with." 


The doctor said he preferred to 


conduct the demonstration with 
Defense Attorney W. J. Barngrov- 
er of the way Hattman was fatal- 
ly stabbed. 


Says Hattman Fell 


Rutledge claims Hattman fell on 


his own Jknjfe_as they grappled in 
a hotel room here and that he left 
the room without knowing Hatt- 
man had suffered a fatal wound. 


After Rutledge balked, Elderkin 


remarked: "Of course it takes co- 
operation to show how this stab- 
bing took place." 
vBarngrover jumped to-his feet. 
He shouted an objection to once 
again show the jury of nine men 
and.three women the defense ver- 
sion of the mortal duel. 


Cross and re-direct examination 


of Rutledge as the murder trial 
entered its fourth week today 
brought forth testimony in which 
Rutledge: 


1. Said he couldn't remember 


how many times Hattman hit him 
with his fists during the fight and 
a statement that although he tried 
to slug the young engineer back "I 
don't know whether I hit him or 
not." 


2. An admission by Rutledge 


that he didn't recall hearing any 
moaning in Hattman's hotel room 
and was "very much surprised" 
when he heard two state witnesses 
testify they heard it. 
Rutledge 


has testified he left the hotel room 
without knowing Hattman 
had 


been fatally stabbed. He said he 
believed his wife's bachelor admir- 
er was only stunned. 


' 3. A concession by Rutledge that 


his recollection of the date he says 
his wife confessed Hattman had 
"forcibly" been intimate with her 
is that it was Aug. 10 as he previ- 
ously testified "or at any rate 
the Wednesday nearest August 
10." 


4. Told the defense his bank rec- 


ords (produced in court today by 
his attorneys) show a $270 deposit 
in his St. Louis checking account 
last Dec. 16—two days after Hatt- 
man's death—consisted of a $250 
transfer from his savings account 
and two $10 checks.

Forrestal but his friends among the nation's great wrote 
their own verdict: He died, because he worked so hard for 
his country. 


Forrestal, 57-year-old cabinet member under Presidents 


Roosevelt and Truman, ended his own life early Sunday 
morning by leaping from the 16th floor of the navy's tower- 
ing hospital in Bethesda, Md. He left as his farewell only 
an ancient Greek* poem of despair and death.

Before that, he 
had been secretary of the 
mightiest navy the world has 
ever seen, and before that he 
had served as an assistant to 
Franklin D. Roosevelt in the 
White House. 


This spring, his health broken 


by more than nine years of nerve- 
wracking service, he decided to 
seek release from the strain. A 
few days in Florida after his resig- 
nation, and then he entered the 
hospital April 2. 


Capital Is Shocked 


His death and the manner of it 


shocked the capital. 


President 
Truman said "this 


able and devoted public servant 
was aSs truly a casualty of the war 
as if he had died on the firing 
line." He issued a proclamation 
ordering that flags fly at half staff, 
from all public buildings, forts and 
warships. 


So far as was known, the for* 


mer secretary left no rioted" 


But on a radiator, near his hos- 


pital bed, was found a book, "An 
Anthology of World Poetry." A 
red ribbon lay between the pages 
opened to Sophocles' "Chorus From 
Ajax." 
That poem tells of pro- 


found and hopeless tragedy. 


In the back of the book was a 


piece of hospital memorandum pa- 
per in which Forrestal had copied, 
in a firm hand, the first 26 line* , 
of the doleful poem. 


.The 26 lines contained such as 
these: 


"Worn by the waste of time, 
"Comfortless, nameless, hope- 


less—«aVe 


"In the dark prospect of the 1 


yawning grave." 


Further on, in the uncopied part 


of the poem, occurred lines telling, 
of one who: 


"Wanders as now, In darkness ' 


and disgrace 


"When reason's d»y 
"Sets rayless—joyless- 


quenched In cold decay, 


"Better to die, and sleep 
_ 


"The never waking sleep, than '""" 


linger on 


"And 
dare to live when the 


soul's life is gone." 


The man who found solace in th»f: 


poem and then in the never wak-" 
ing sleep was exhausted by work 
and worried by critics. When he 
was brought to the hospital, a 
doctor there said his condition was 
directly the'result of excessive 
work during the war and postwar 
years. At that time, the doctor 
said "the only psychiatric symp- 
toms present are those associated 
with a state of excessive fatigue." 


The same day, Rep. Rankin (D- 


Miss) mentioned Forrestal's con- 
dition in a house speech. Rankin 
said that radio commentator Drew 
Pearson had made "a vicious at- 
tack" on the ex-secretary 
by 


broadcasting a report on Forres- 
tal's reported mental condition. 
Rankin said he was going to ask 
the communications commission to 
'prevent such inhuman abuses." 


Rankin also told the house that 


Forrestal was a "very sick man 
and probably delirious at times." 


Others beside President Truman 


viewed the tragedy of Forrestal's 
suicide as caused by his work for 
his country.

brought out the first story of the

Though followed and shadowed by 
the Gestapo for ten 
days in 


Prague, he held secret interviews 
there and gathered 
invaluable 


material on the designs of the 
Nazis toward subject peoples. 


Author Of Books 


Dr. Dunnington holds degrees 


from four colleges and universities. 
He is the author of three books 
that are best sellers in the religi- 
ous field— "Handles of Power", 
"More Handles of Power", and 
"Start Where You Are". A fourth 
book, "Something to Stand On" 
was just published. 


He has been the pastor of the 


Methodist church in Iowa City for 
the past six years. During that 


time the attendance of the Sunday 
morning service has grown from 
an average of 400 to about 2,000, 
necessitating two identical worship 
services each Sunday at 9:30 and 
11 a. in.
